(being electric currents which arc not light until they m eet som e ob­ 
struction) we also found that there is a great quantity of sm all parti­ 
cles (called star dust) floating throug h space and that they are so nu­ 
merous 
hat, when th ese electric ray s of the sun stream through the 
holes in the com et they become concentrated on the dust and thereby 
becom e luminous.

by 
m aking a hole in a dark colored window 
shade
